Harrisburg, February 12.- 


to the alertness of the Democrats in 
the House of Representatives, there 
will be no whitewash of Capitol Hill 
employes. 
The Crow resolution r.e- 
cently "passed by the Senate, provid- 
ing for a commission to investigate 
all departments, and employes at the 
Capitol, "to report to the Legislature 
•<Fnot later than March 12," was potent- 


ly designed "to head off any genuine 
investigation. It would have been a 
physical impossibility in the space of 
time provided by the resolution for 
any searching investigation of all the 
various departments of the state gov- 
ernment to be conducted. 
• The Democrats were quick to per- 
ceive the "joker" in this resolution 
and an amendment was introduced 
striking out all other departments 
and confining the investigation strict- 
ly to the employes of the House and 
the Senate. .The amended resolution 
was passed Tuesday and now goes to 
the Senate for concurrence. If that 
body concurs there will he a search- 
ing investigation of alleged sinecures 
and double pay rolls among House 
and Senate employes. The amended 
resolution provides for a commission 
of four Senators and five members of 
the House, with full power to sun> 
mon persons and require the 'produc- 
tion of hooks and papers, to the end 
that the real facts may be ascertain- 
ed. One of the Senators and two of 
the Representatives shall be Demo- 
crats. It is contended hy the Demo- 
crats that the House and Senate pay- 
rolls have been used for the payment 
of political debts; that many useless 
offices have been created; that the 
force of employes can be greatly re- 
duced without impairing the efficiency 
of the public service; that in many 
instances the salaries paid are out of 
all proportion to the service render- 
j ed, and that in a number of cases men 
• are on the payroll who never appear 
at the Capitol except to draw their 
'pay checks.

The National Society of the^Sons 


of the American Revolution was or- 
ganized April 30, 1889, and incorpo- 
rated by special Act of Congress June 
6, 1906. It is composed of 46 state 
societies and societies in the District 
of Columbia, Hawaii, the Philippines 
and France. 


The purposes and objects of this 
Society are declared to be patriotic, 
historical and educational and shall 
include those intended or designed to 
perpetuate the memory of the men 
who, by their services or sacrifices 
during the war of the American Rev- 
olution, achieved the independence 
of the American people; to unite and 
promote fellowship among their de- 
scendants;-to inspire them and the 
community at large" with more pro- 
found reverence for the principles of 
the Government founded by our fore- 
fathers; to encourage historical re- 
sear en in relation" to,the American 
Revolution; to acquire and preserve 
the records of the Individual services 
of the patriots of the war, as well as 
documents, relics, and landmarks; to 
mark the scenes of the Revolution by 
appropriate memorials; to celebrate 
the anniversaries of the prominent 
events of the war and of the Revolu- 
tionary period; to foster true patriot- 
ism; to maintain- and extend the in- 
stitutions of American freedom, and 
to carry out the purposes expressed 
in the constitution of our country and 
-he injunctions of Washington in his 
farewell address to the American 
people.

Captain Scott's Message 


A shadow was cast over the civil- 
ized world when the message of Cap- 
tain Robert F. Scott, who with three 
companions, perished in a blizzard 
after having reached the south pole, 
the object of the expedition. 
It is a pathetic story, and the Eng- 
lish nation will, no doubt, with pride 
do what he believed it would when 
he penned the closing sentence— 
"These notes and our dead bodies 
must tell the tale; but, surely, a great, 
rich country like ours will see that 
those who are dependent upon us 
are properly, cared for." 


The history of the quest of the 
north and the south pole is largely 
a story of tragedy—of lost expedi- 
tions, of hardships beyond endurance 
followed by death, and in many 


or as a member of a Committee of 
Safety or Correspondence, or as a 
member of any Continental Congress 
or Legislature, or a& a recognized 
patriot who performed actual service 
by overt acts of resistance to the au- 
thority of Great Britain.

pistol and a bullet 


The lat.t named hud been put in the 


day befoio and bad killed a man. there 
fore 1 was verj uiiKh intmested m it, 
taking it up and examining it closely. 
On it I noticed three suatches of dif- 
ferent depth and length, two near to- 
gether, the third ou the opposite side 
of the circumference 
I took up the 


pistol and, looking into the muzzle, no- 
ticed a bit of rust about as far down 
in the barrel as I could see Then an 
idea occurred to me. Might not the 
scratches on the bullet have been made 
by bits of rust or other Inequalities in 
the barrel of the pistol from which It 
was flred? 
I knew the pistol in the cabinet had 


nothing to do with the bullet, for tha 
former had been there a long Svhile. 
but the pistol from which the latter 
had been fired doubtless existed, and it 
another ball should be flred f roin it the 
same- streaks should appear on its sur- 
face as on the first one. 
-'My experience with boys has taught 
me that they know a lot of things a 
man doesn't take time to consider.

A revolver had been found in 
the suspect's room with one empty 
chamber, but there was nothing to 
prove that the bullet it contained had

took the two bullets and showed the 
two men the coi responding scratches 
on each, pro\mg that both had been 
fired from the same pistol Subsequent- 
ly the mst spots inside the pistol were 
located. 
On this evidence alone the 


suspect was convicted. 


My chief told me that I was a born 


detective and had better follow the 
business. Young as I was, he took me 
on the force and put me on cases 
just the same as the other detectives. 
I have been successful, but I don't 
think any of my cases have been as 
neat as the one that insured my en- 
trance into the profession. I attribute 
it first to the fact that I had a boy's 
instinct to observe what a man would 
pass over lightly and upon noticing the 
scratches on the bullet in the cabinet] 
was fortunate in seeing a rust spot] 
near the muzzle of the pistol there. 
Had that rust spot been a trifle farther 
flown in the barrel I would not have 
Been it, would not have associated it 
with the scratches, would not have lo- 
cated the murderer and would not have 
become a detective.

In transmitting the list to the House 
in response to the demand contained 
in a resolution introduced and sup- 
ported by Democratic members, Sec- 
retary of the Commonwealth, Robert 
McAfee, put forth the Peeksniffian 
suggestion that a law be passed con- 
fining future publications to but two 
newspapers in each county. 
It had 


apparently slipped his mind that un- 
der the existing law he had full pow- 
er to confine the publication to that 
extent. 
The list of papeis and amounts 


charged shows that official publicity 
in some ot the machine organs comes 
pietty high. 
Congressman B 
F. 
Fochfs of Lewisburg, Saturday News, 
with a reputed circulation of 3,500 
in a town of 3,000 population, pre- 
sents a bill for $1,248, nearly as 
much as is asked by the Philadelphia 
dailies and more than is asked by 
Pittsburgh dailies for the same ser- 
vice. At least one Gang organ m a 
city under 15,000 population publish- 
ing both daily and weekly editions, 
received two orders for the insertion 
of the amendments and has rendered 
two bills aggregating $1,809, which 
is more than the amount charged by 
any other paper in the state except a 
small -weekly in Philadelphia. 
That orders for the publication of 
the amendments were given with a 
lavish hand wherever they would do 
the most good for the organization 
and without regard to the circulation, 
character or influence of the publica- 
tions, or inquiry as to the price that 
would be charged for the space, is 
shown by a comparison of the papers 
and charges as reported to the House. 
In Philadelphia we find "Cracks" 
refuted circulation 4,000 "cracking" 
the treasury for $1,495; "Gwiazdea'" 
(alleged to be a newspaper, not a 
breakfast food, although no circula- 
tion is-credited to it by Ayers' News- 
paper' Directory) puts in a bill for 
$1,248; ."Opinione" an Italian paper 
of no Ttn'own circulation, asks $1,560; 
"Sunday Transcript" with no known 
circulation, wants $1,872; West Phil- 
adelphia "Plaindealer" weekly, 5,600 
paper with an alleged circulation of 
5,000, puts in a bill for $1,560; Phil- 
adelphia "Plaindealer" weekly, 5'600 
circulation, also asks for $1,560. 


Mr. McAfee intimates in an apolo- 
getic sort of way that the Auditor 
General may make "very material re- 
ductions in the amounts charged.'

that had Mr. McAfee exercised ordi 
nary care, discretion and devotion to

Tinted States Will Soon Have an In- 


come Ijaw on Its Statutes—Mil- 


lionaires to Be Taxed. 


Washington, February 11.—Few 


persons realize the far reaching im- 
jortance of the fact that the United 
States will soon have an income tax 
on its statutes. 
First of all it means that million- 


aires will, for the first time since this 
nation has stood, bear a fair propor- 
tion of the burden of taxation. 
It is estimated that one hundred 


million dollars will be raised annu- 
ally by taxing incomes. 
This will 
mean that that amount of taxation 
is to be taken off of the things that 
the people must have in order to live 
and placed on wealth. 
Under the system of protection as 


played in this country, nearly every 
jenny ot the money necessary to run 
;he government, maintain the army 
and navy, construct public buildings, 
etc , is raised by taxing the things 
the people eat, wear and use 
The 


only thing that protection does not 
tax is wealth. A man with a fortune 
of ten million dollars has not been 
required to pay a single penny of 
tax to the national government 
This 
seems almost unbelievable, but it is 
true. 
The man working on the sec- 
tion for one dollar and fifty cents per 
day, 
with a family of five children, is 
at the present time actually con- 
tributing more to run the national 
government 
than 
the 
millionaire 


bachelor, too proud to marry and 
raise a family. 
The United States of America is 


practically the only one of the great 
nations where such a condition exists. 
Nearly every first class nation on 
earth levies either an income tax or 
an inheritance tax. We have neither. 
Why have we never been able to 
place an income tax on the statute 
books, is the question that naturally 
arises. Here is the answer: High pro- 
tectionists have prevented-the passage 
of an income tax law, because they 
knew that the more money the gov- 
ernment collected from taxing in- 
comes, the less excuse there would be 
for a tariff tax 
To take protection 
away from the tariff trusts is to in- 
terfere with their monopolies. And 
how could the tariff trusts gouge con- 
sumers without having monopolies of 
American markets? 


The Cotton Tariff Robbery 
The American people are paying 
annually about $80,000,000 more for 
their cotton goods than they ought to 
pay, because of the iniquitous Payne- 
Aldrich tariff law. 
The 63rd Con- 
gress is preparing to interfere with 
this robbery. 
There will be a big 


downward revision on all kinds of 
cotton goods. 
The cotton schedule of the Pajne- 


Aldrich law carries an average duty 
of about 53%. This means that every 
article of cotton cloth and every piece 
of cotton yard that comes through

April 18, 1841, and grew to manhood 
m Napier Township. 
His death adds another name to 


the list of the veterans ot the rebel- 
lion who have joined "The Bhouac 
of 1he Dead." 
He and the writer 


weie cousins and especial friends 
Oui parents, residing near each oth- 
er, and we spent much time togeth- 
er in our youthful days, which glided 
pleasantly by until there came "a 
parting of the ways" when each set 
out to fight life's battles alone. We 
entered the U S. volunteer army of 
the great rebellion, but in different 
commands. 
We lost sight of each 


other until a few years ago when I 
learned that he resided in Johnstown, 
and called to see him a few times, 
the last time in June ]912.

A big, hot blooded hen should be se- 


lected for hatching, as most show 
birds are Incubated by hens, and nine 
eggs are enough for her to cover in 
winter.

Instinct teaches her to stick close to

I believe that the two most desirable

BOROUGH ORDINANCE 


An Ordinance 
Relating to 


Curbing and Guttering in the Bor- 
ough of Bedford, Pennsylvania. 
Be it ordained and enacted by the 
hief Burgess and the Town Council 


of the Borough of Bedford, Pennsyl- 
vania, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same. 


That from and after the first day 


of April, A. D. 1913, all pavements 
which shall be laid within the limits 
of the Borough of Bedford, Pennsyl- 
vania, shall be of a width of not. less 
than five feet and shall be of cement, 
with curb of cement and guttered 
with a gutter of a width not less than 
three feet of cement or brick. 


That the Street Committee of the 


said Borough of Bedford shall have 
full power and authority, whenever 
and wherever deemed necessary and 
required within said Borough limits, 
to give ten days' notice to the owner 
or owners of premises to pave, curb 
or gutter in accordance 
with the 


above provisions and upon the fail- 
ure or refusal of the said owner or 
owners thereof so to do, the same 
shall be done by the Borough au- 
thorities at the cost of the aforesaid 
owner or owners with 20 percentum 
added thereto. 


All ordinances or parts of ordi- 


nances inconsistent herewith be and 
the same are hereby repealed.

HEALTH REGULATION NO. 2 


A regulation of the Board of Health 


of the Borough of Bedford Pro- 
hibiting the Discharge of Waste 
Water Upon the Public Squares, 
Streets and Alleys of the Said Bor- 
ough. 
That from and after the passage of 


this Regulation it shall be unlawful 
for any person or persons to dis- 
charge waste water upon any public 
square, street or alley of the Borough 
of Bedford, that may be of such a 
nature or character as to be detri- 
mental or in any manner injurious to 
the public health, and the Board of 
Health shall determine as to the na- 
ture and character of the waste water 
discharged. 


Any person or persons violating 


any of the provisions of this regula- 
tion shall, upon convicition before 
the Chief Burgess or any Justice of 
tiie Peace, be punished by a fine not 
exceeding five dollars or by impris- 
onment in the borough lockup for a 
period not exceeding five days.
